A A short time, or a time, after the creation of 
the Government General the SA Unit Government General was 
drawn up. This unit consisted of racialcermans who were ac- 
cepted as applicants for the SA, and of members of the S* 
who had their occupation or profession in the Government 
General. The purpose of the aims were to transfer these 
again to the S* after the end of the war. 

Q- What effect did the degeneration of the position 
of the SA have? 

A That might perhaps be shown best by the follow- 
ing example:  &XMX Chief of Staff Bormann was chief of staff 
Reichsleiter in the party, and Helchsminster.

And i wanted 
to clarify why we were not able to know of this previously. 


Q Give me the time as to when you found this out. 


A When the first announcements were made in the press 


as to the atrocities mentioned by the Frosecution here.

m Yes. 

Q You spoke of the opposition between Wehrmacht >) 
and Lutze. How could a decree to this effect come about 
that authorized every local official to call upon every 
SA member of an affiliated organization for cooperation? 

A Before 1935 practically every SA man was at the 


same time a party member. This fact brought about a double 


subordination for SA members. After 1935 when the SA increas- 


ed very much numerically, there were, for a very long time, 
very long extent of time, only about 70 per cent of SA 
members at the same time party members. That would mean 
that not all of them any longer had this two-fold subordina- 
tion.

The illegal activities were never re~ 
quested, but as to the events of the 9th of Maekm November 
'38, I should like to make a special statement. Normally, 
only whet was legal was asked of the SA. There was mo 
such thing as blind obedience in the SA. This is proved 
by the first service -- as а service regulation valid for & 
numbers of years, in which the SA man promises obedience 
if nothing illegal is asked of him. If the SA leadership 
had first been consulted about an illegal activity or 
л; this SA leadership would have made strongest 
opposition, as proved by the 9th of November 1958. 

Q And did the supreme SA leadership AX issue any 
counter-orders, as the SA leadership could suppose, on 
orders given by heydrich, Goebbels, or Walter? 

A As soon as Lutze, chief of staff, heard of 
these orders he immediately forbade his SA members in the 
Rathaussaal in Munich to take part in any action against 
the Jews.

He mistrusted and opposed 
generally everything from the very beginning that маз issued 
by Bormann. Не once received a letter from Bormann, which I 
myself saw, and in this letter said -- it was the year 

1938 or '38 -- in this letter Bormann said that the XX 
puehrer wished that SA men should be asked to resign church 
membership. In an answer, Lutze rejected this proposal in 
the stroncest terms, and informed Hitler of this. Adolf 
Hitler was of the same opinion as Lutze. 

Q What was the feeling of responsibility if such 
a case should arise in which an SA member was subordinated 
to an "Ortsgruppenfuehrer" (24 in an action of the political 
leadership? 

A I might clarify this by means of an example: If 
an "Ortsgruppenleiter" asked for an SA "Sturrng '™ in order 
to extinguish a forest fire, the responsibility lay within 
the hands of the EX "Ortsgruppenleiter" for the use that 
these people were put to. That is to say, if anyone was 
injured during operation, the "Ortsgruppenleiter" would 
have been responsible for the care of the injured, or for 
his survivors. The practical carrying out of the action 
was in the hands of othes SA (€) storm fuehrer and he was 
waupensibid) responsible for seeing to it that the order 


was carried out correctly. 


Q Was Julius Streicher's newspaper forboiddenf$ 
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Stuermer prohibited? 

Mh. MASE: That is a leading question, sir, .nd a 
combination of two questions.

A Many of the SA men had showed repugnance to the 
contents of the Stuermer.

A At the beginning .of the war with Poland the 
SA group Sudeten carried out transports of prisoners of war 
into the camps. Other SA groups in the east may have been 


used for similar purposes. Later on the SA leadership

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and the SA as an organization had nothing to do with this 
question insofar as SA units that had to be put to such work, 
and who had been drafted on very short notice by the 
Wehrmachty,@uaxkkesexme and thus were under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Wehrmacht. 

Q What directives did the SA men have to follow in 
carrying this out? 

A The very same directives that all soldiers had to 
carry out, that a prisoner of war who is defenseless has 
to be treated with йй decency. 

Q Was foreign labor ever placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of the SA? 

A I only remember one case, which does not mean to 
say that this was not possible other places too. After 
an air raid on Munich, foreign labor was ER} for clear- 
ing up and salvaging work, by the supreme SA leadership. 
SS шепйХ or policemenK did the guarding -- guarded these 
people. They were taken care of by our Së administration. 
The men employed here said in several cases that they shouid 
like to remain in this place doing this work. The SA had 
nothing else to do with the employment or taking care of 
foreign labor. 

Q Was the MEEXMMMKMKH NSP (77 approved of during 
the occupation? 


A I believe to be able to answer yes, as far as l

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: I do not believe in a doubtful 7 
practice of this kind of having a witness here two days 
and at the end of that period producing a book and having 
the witness adopt it as his testimony and then having it 
submitted to the Court &s & document. 


Dk. ASCHENAUEn: There is a precedent in the 


Gesevius case where such procedure was adopted and admitted 2 Ç 
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in the Gesevius case, because there was more in the docu- 
ment than was testified to. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: That is not so. «uite 
the contrary. 

DR. BOEHM: It really was so, Mr. President. It 
isn't an opinion. It is a fact. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: І think it is perhaps 
outside the argument. That is not so because the witness 
Gesevius gave his evidence in full.

Q- If it is true that the party courts covered such 
incidents, and if it is further true that such procedure 
could be initiated only with the approval of the political 
leaders f the party, what conclusion do you draw in regard 
to the position the political leaders took in regard to 
this mamkingx matter?

The SA man should have the oppa@ tunity to withdraw from 
the SA if he believes he can no longer agree with SA views." 

Is that a correct statement of the position? 

A The Fuehrer leadership always remained on the 
position that durkmx entering the SA xgx should be a 
voluntary action. In my preceding statements I already 


expressed that in some instances pressure has been exerted 


by orgathizations outside of the SA, for ins tar e in the 
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case of students and in the case of financing tbe schools. 

Q Did it always remain a fundamental principle of 
the SA that membership should be voluntary? 

principle 

A That was always a/pxkxokpxi adhered to by the 
leadership. 

Q And if, as said in the с ganization book, а man 
no longer agreed with the SA views, was he expected to with- 
draw? 

A Numerous men left the SA for a variety of reasonse 

Q The number of persons upon whom pressure was 
brought to bear by outside parties were insignificant com- 
pared to the total membership of the SA, is that right? 

A That is not +оовазу to answer, if, for instance, 
one considers the transfer of the membership of the Stahlhelm 
organization into the SA. ‘hen one should keep in mind that 
that transfer was accomplished in accordance with an order by 
the SA Oberfuehrer, and them Reich Minister Leader. 

Q Let me first deal with the Stahlhelm, The Stahlhelm 
was compos ed of la st war soldiers, was it not?

Q They were what Hess ard other party leaders called 
olà fighters?

A As far as I was concerned in my district no member 
of the Stahlhelm who didn't desire to w uld have been compelled 
to join the 84$ SA. 

Q And that goes generally for the whole of Germany, 
does it not? 

A lt is mmpkx reported that there were instances in 
which members of the Stahlhelm agreed to the transfer only 
because it was ordered. 

Q But there is no instance where a man was forced 
to join and continue his member ship? 

A No sir. 

Q Well, now, if we exclude the Stahlhelm, apart 
from the Stahlhelm, were the number of persons who joined 


the SA because influence was brought to bear upon them 


insignificant? 
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A Ine term "insignificant" is difficult to define. 
It may have had reference to thousands of students or hundreds 
of civil ZEEXEREZIX Service, 

Q Even if there were thousands of students there was 
nothing which compelled a student to join the SA if he 
disapproved of what the SA stood fa ? 

A I share that opinion. 

Q And you mentioned just now that there would have 
been thousands of students or hundreds of civil service, 
was it a fact that the civil service upon whom pressure 
was brought to bear would not number more than a few hundred 
at the most?

Q How did it come to be reduced to one and one half million in 1939? 

А Опе reason was that the organization called Kffhaeuser Bund was 
dismissed from the SA membership.  Secondly,the large majority of all mem- 
bers of the SA had to undergo an examination regarding their past and their 
qualifications, and all those who did not pass the examination were dismissed 
from the ranks of the SA. Thirdly, all those who were dismissed from the SA 
who, for reasons of ag PN were unable to do us a service and 
accordingly, those who did not cheerfully continue to serve us in the SA were 
dismissed. 

Q Now I will turn to another matter, Did I hear you correctly in 
thinking that you told us that the SA had no military character? 

A Yes. 

Q And did I also hear you correctly when I thought you said that they 


always preserved the non military character of its training program? 


А Yes. "d

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OR Q I want to refer you to a letter, written by Gruppenfuehrer Seidl 
for the Chief of Staff of the Supreme Command of the SA, dated 25 July 
1933, that is document D-44, 05-428. I quote: 

antics to my instructiong dated 11 July 1933, I find cause to 
ask all SA authorities to exercise the greatest caution with regard to any 
publicity given to the SA service not only in the Press, but also in the 
information and ьа еы sheets of the individual SA units." 

Why was it so necessary to keep the details of the SA service secret? 

A That was necessary, urgently necessary, in cansideration of the efforts 
of Roehm to creat a defensive militia and there were forces inside of Germany 
opposed to that intention of Roehm. 

Q Do I understand you now to say that the object of the SA was to 
create a defensive militia? 

A The militia, the creation of which Roehm contemplated, could only have 
a defensive character. 

Q But are you saying that a militia, a defensive milibia, has no military 
character? 

A We in Germany, distinguish very strictly between military organization 
and militia. 

О Idon't want your interpretation. Am I not right in £kimgim thinking 
that people in Germany have just exactly the same idea of military character 
as people in any other country? 

А І may have chosen а wrong expression. It was the intention of Roehm 
to create a militia patterend after the militia established in the Western 


countries, 


«А i 
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Q Very well. Then I take it that the reason you tell us that the secrecy 
was required was that the people were opposed to a creation of a defensive 
militia. Is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q I quote the next paragraph, or the relevart part of it. 

Reich Minister 

"The xwmuupbxkkamx of the Intenior, at the request of the Foreign 
Qffice, has given strict instructions to all Reich authorities, according 
to which the most severe control is to be exercised over all publications 
which might give other countries an шЕйиИїши opening to construe German in- 
fiwxwxR fringements of the pir of the Versailles Treaty." 

That xasan does not give any reason for the secrecy, nor does it say 
anything about a defensive militia, does it? 

A Мау I ask from whom is that letter? 

Q This letter emanated from the Supreme Command of the SA, and it ws 
signed by Seidl, Gruppenfuphrer and Chief of the Central Department. 

A It was cleab that the negotiation between Roehm and the Western powers, 
by which Roehm endeavored very strictly to obtain friendly relations, had not 
yet been concluded, 

Q That is not what I am asking you. What I am asking you is, is that the 
reason for this secrecy? Was it because people in Germany were opposed to a 
defensive militia? Why do you tell me that when that was not the reason at all? 

A I donot understand, 

Q Very well, we will go on. I am going to read you the last paragraph 
of that same letter. 

"On principle, pictures of the technical, specialized units of the $$ SA

and the SS, in particular|the signal and motorized companies, and aso of the

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separate air wings, are forbidden such pictures enabling other court ries to 
prevent the alleged formation of technical troop units," 

Do you consider signal ard motorized companies as having military 
character? 

A The SA did not have signal companies, nor did they have motorized 
companies. 

О But it is issuing pictures am pamphlets to Xx its members about iti 
What is the purpose of issuing the SA members xikk literature on signal am 
motorized companies and running separate air wings? 

А І only can repeat that it was the endeavor of Chief of Staff Roehm 
to create а йи? militia with the full knowledge and approval of the Westem 
powers. 

Q We have heard, over the last two days we have listened to you talking 
about Roehm's attitude about several things. I just want you to answer my 
question now. You tell me that the SA did not have signal or motorized canpanies, 
is that right? 

A I said that the SA did not have signal companies, the SA did have 
signal supplies. 

Q Tell me,what does this meah? "оп principle, еи of the technical 
specialized unites of the SA and SS! What does that mean} if the SA and SS 
mm did not possess specialized unite? 

A These were new troops. Until the dissolution of the SA,am the SA 
had special units, Naval units, and signal units. 


О But 1 do not want tom spend too much time on this one document. По 


you say that in view of that letter, the SA had no military character? 
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A Тһе SA did not have any military character. 

О Very well. І want to refer you to another document, which is PS-2823, 
US-429. Tt is a document vhich you spoke about thismorning in connection with 
the appointment of Col. Aulet as a training officer to the SA. If the SA 
training had no military character, why was it necessary to have a regular 
Army officer to advise on their training? 

A Т modified that already this morning, by stating that the border ca- 
trol question and the question of the defense of the Réich had something to 
do with it. 

Q So that he was only here to advise on the training of the border con- 
tro) в that right? 

border 

A For the training of the SA mm for bættur protective tasks. 

Q Well then, was the SA, or did the SA receive military training for 
their border protection tasks? 

А Тһе training could be performed only in accordance with the lines pres- 
cribed by the SA athletic badge, because a means for any other training was 
lacking. 

О XM I would be grateful to you fx if you will answer the question put 
to you and Bot some imaginary question of your own. Did the SA undergo 
military training for the guarding of borders? 

А Тһе training which the SA gave to its border control troops was not 
of any military character, but really of an athletic nature. Anybody who has 
been a soldier knows the wide difference between these two methods of training. 

Q Let me read to you a paragraph propésed by the Reich Minister s£ for

What's the meaning of "military training" in that document? 

A This reference to the training given to the schools of the Ausbildungs- 
schulen and to khm this officer, Col. Aulet, was й coordinated. The Reich- 
minister of Defense used the expression "military training" but it was no 
military training. 

Q But why should he use the expression military training if it is not 
military training: 

А That was a language used by military persons. Ме did not have any weapons 
for our training, and for military training you have to have weapons. 

Q Very well, wex will go on. 

Now I want to refer you to some of the articles which appeared in the 
magazine, "The SA Мап". That magazine was read exclusively kk by members of 
the SA, was it not? 

A No. Certainly not every S34 man read the newspaper, "The SA Мап". 

In 1935 the publication was issued in 200,000 copies, which meant that every 
20th man in the SA read it. 

Q "Тһе SA Man", the periodical, was distributed to every unit, wes it 
not? 

8 A No, there were Sturms which did not obtain the magazine. The subscription 


was voluntary. از‎ 
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Q way І take it that the majority of the SA units received "The SA Мап"? 

А Nol 

Q What was the purpose of having a pauwphlet caiiea "The SA Man" if it was 
not intended to be read by the SA. 

A We did desire to hage the publication "The SA Man" to be an organ depen- 
dent on the SA leadership, but unfortunately we never succeeded in that, 

Q I am going to ask you about some of the articles in it, whether they 
were read or not. Doms the article entitled "The Defense Platoon" and "The 
Company in Battle" sound military in character? 

А Such articles were also published in other publications. 

Q will you answer my question? 

The article did have military character. 

Q That was from the 27th of January, 19441 On 3 February,. an articled on 
the Luftwaffe; on 10 Febbuary, an article entitled "The March"; on 17 February, 
"Pistol Shooting"; on the lOth of March, "orientation and Terrain"; on 17 March, 
"First iid", Would I be right in xzykkimg saying thateveryone of those articles 
are military in character? x 

A Before forming an opinion it would be necessary for me to read those 
articles which i do not remember. 

Q If we assume that they are military in charecter, what was the reason 
for publishing articles of this kind month after month in the SA magazine? ^ 

A @m The publication, "The SA Man", just as any other publication, bought 
articles from all kinds of different publications, such as historical, economic, 
and military articles. 


Q Do you say that every publication in Germany was publishing articles 


on such things as these? "Chemical Warfare" »| Modern Battle Methods in the 
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View of the SA Man", "Morse Code, Telegraph Operation", tThe Signifacance of 
Tanks in Modern War," "Exercising and Commanding," "Gas Protection Primer", 
Did every German paper publish "Gas Protection Primers" in 1934? Is that 
what you are telling us‘ 

À I would say that many of these articles only prove that other countries 
were in the process of rearmament, because many of those articles were txen 
from publications of neighboring countries, 

Q And you are lling us that it is probably about the rearmament of 
other countries? 

A Т donot know because І do not have the articles here, but I was told 
that many of those articles were bought from foreign magazines. 

Q This one doesn't sound like it, "Modern Battle Methods in View of the 
SA Man", Do you think that that article was bought from a foreign magazine? 

A [do пф know this article and I cannot express myself on it. 

О Gs this one, "We go into the Terrain", relating to map reading, does that 
sound as if it came from some mm other source? 

^ I admit that that article could not have originated from a foreign 
country. 

Q But it was an official pamphlet, wasn't it? 


" 





editorials of the magazine 
were not entirely pemned by the SA leaders. 

Q Yes, but the magazine was not independent as you pretended it was when 
you gave evidence about it yesterday, was it? 

A Тї belonged to the publishing house X Eher Uerlag, and the editorial 
staff was appointed by the Eher Uerlag publishing house, and the SA published 


in it its official announcements, orders, and things of that sort. 
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Q | And the Eher Uerlagxxxx publishing house was the official publishing 
house for the party, was it not? 

А Yes, but at any rate it had nothing to do with the $4. 

Q It published "Mein Kampf" did it not? Tt published the organization 
book of theparty, did it not? It published all official books, such as 
Verfuegun$gen, did it not? 

A I do not, but I consider it is right. 

Q Are you saying now that what appeared in "The SA Man", published by that 
company, was not approved by the SA and the party authorities? 

А Most certainly yes, just as in the case of any other publication. [It 
was not approved. 

Q In fact, did the High command of the SA approve of all of these articles 
appearing in a magazine entitled the "SA Мап"? 

à In regard to those articles, we had neither an opportunity nor жкююхх a 
possibility to express ourselves on them, 

Q Are youtelling us, I just want to know and then we will leave it, are 
you telling this Commission that the SA Command were uhable and had no сое 
over publications such as "The SA Man", published by the official Party printing 
press? 

A Тһе High Command of the SA in no way controlled the contents of "The 
SA Man", There was a ái office in existence for that purpose. Anyway, 
the High Command of the SA did not assert such control, 


and 
Q I am just going to refer to one further article,/ I am going to ask you 


whatefforts were made by the SA Command to have that sort of thing stopped. 
It is an article entitled "The War ofTomorrow," 


"By decree of the Fuehrer, the l8th of March 1937, the SA Sports Badge 


was deckared as a means for the aggressive training of the body, for ER 
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of a military spirit, for the retaining of military efficiency, and thereby, 
as a basis for German military power," 

That appears to be the Fuehrer saying that. Why should the Fuehrer 
say that the SA Sports Badge was a sign of fostering the military spirit, 
and retaining military efficiency? һу should he have said that if the SA 
had nothing military about its makeup whatsoever? 

A To us, the Fuehrer never said anything in regard to the military 
character of the SA, and I would have to see the article before I can speak 
on it. 

MR. MASE: May I ask what is the number of the document? 

COL. GRIFFITH JONES: It is still 3050, which is 05-414. It's on page 
12 of the English translation. 

BY COL. JONES: 

Q Iread on. "In the following article, an attempt is made to eccupy 
every SA Fuehrer who does not have the opportunity to do to their proficiency 
or manner, cited SA services to occupy him with questions concerning military 
policy, to give him an overall view of different teachings, фріпіопѕ and be- 
liefs which today are not without decisive influence upon military mm policy, 
upon the connection of the coming war, and upon modern national defense," 

Wasn't it, in fact, one of the chief aims of the SA to хкшҗиккх@ик 
EX prepare Germany for the coming war? 

A Never. Never was thet the aim of the SA. [t's just the opposite of 
that. 

COL. JONES: Very well. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: I would like to request that the quoted articles sxkmux 
should be submitted by the Prosecution as exhibits. I have made that request 


now for six times and at no time was complied with that request. I would like 
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to xmxxxy see the articles in the German originals. 

COL. JONES: Тһе document was put in as an exhibit before the Tribunal 
when the case against the SA was presented. | do not know the position about 
German copiesx when document was put in, but if in fact there were nong, then 
mífxxamxxkhREof course the Prosecution will at once see that Dr. Aschenauer is 
provided with everything he wants. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: Мау I state in mxmmmukkim connection with that, that 
we complained дижик that we received from the Prosecution an X incomplete 
volume of documents. Repeatedly we requested to receive a Emmx complete set 
of documents. I persmally went to the Prosecution and asked for that, The 
Prosecution then feferred me to Commander Schrader. I then applied to the 
General Secretayy to receive the document volume because there were certain 
documents missing. І did not receive it. Dr. Boehm has tried in many attempts, 
ten times he just told me, and many promises have been made which have not, 
at any time, been kept. 

COL. JONES: Perhaps we can stop this... 

DR. ASCHENAUER: May I continue. Therefore, I have to ask whenever a 
reference is made to those documents, that they will be submitted to the defense 
just x in the same manner as I am bound to submit to the Prosecution my docu- 
ments. For that reason, I object against the documents, those documents which 
have been referred to, I object to the use of all documents which have not 
been brought to the attention of the defense. 

DOL. JONES: The documents have been allowed by the Tribunal. I can 
say no more now than that I will look into the matter. 

САРТ. TUBRIBY: Do you say thet you have not had access to the documents 


which have been presented by the Prosecution against the SA? 
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DR. ASCHENAUER: Yes. 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: Have you brought this to the attention of Col. Neave 
prior to this time?

CAPT. TUBRIDY: Very well, let's proceed now, and we will seey what can 
be done to rectify the matter.

Q Let's turnk to somthing else. ик General Obergruppenfuehrer Lutze. . 
he probably knew what he was tal king about when he wrote about the SA? 

A Yes. 

Q He was Chief of Staff, was he? 

A Yes. 

Q In March, 1939, he wrote an article, which was published in Das Archiv, 
and it was entitled, "Lutze on the Military Training of the SA". Why should he 
talk about military training of the SA if in fact there was none? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: May I ask for the number of the document? 

COL. JONES:  PS-3215, US 426. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: І have to object against that document too because it 
is missing. 

DOL. JONES: Very well, subject to the ruling of the Commission we will 
go on. 

CAPT, TUBRIDYY Yes, please proceed Colonel. 

COL. JONES: In cross examination I am entitled to put new documents to 
the witness without showing it to the defense, so that it cannot be daid that 
he is unfairly pre judiced.

Q Let me go back and ask you, why should Lutze be speaking of military 
training of the SA when # such a thing did not exist? 

A would like to request the Prosecution to understand that the original 
expression was not military training, but defensive training, which means the 
strengthening of the spirit of defense, and which is also very different. 

COL. JONES: Well, perhaps now XX that we have the original we can 
see what it says. The interpreter vill tell you the title. 

INTERPRETER: The title of the article is "The Defensive Training of 
the SA". 

COL. JONES: And what is the German word for defensive? 

INTERPRETER:  Wehrergiehung. 

BY COL. JONES: 
Q Then am I right in saying that the German ^rmy was called the Reichswehr 


as well? 
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A Until 1935. 

О Would you say now that before 1935 the Amy aiuomm had no military 
training? 

A That comparison is entirely incorrect and out of proportion to. . . 

Q The Army was called Wehr, meaning defense or defensive, was it not? 

A The Army of the Reich was a defense formation which had arms. The 
various organizations like the Skmkm Wehrmacht, the Rotkampferbund, they all 
were Wehr organizations, but they did not have arms, and now suddenly you 
men should consider the SA as a criminal organization simply because it did 
perform defensive training. 

Q Very well, I do not want to go on with that. If it was not military 
training, what kind of training was khak this that you called defensive training? 

A Physical strengthening, athletics and defensive athletics. 

Q Are you telling us that even your athletics bore no relation to the 
military nature of the country and had no military character? 

A They had just as little military character as those ofganizations in 
the United States and Engladd which were organized for the maintenance of 
peace. 

о I just wart to read you two passages about what Lutze said in that 
xfr article. 

MAlready in 1920 by the founding of the Natinnal Socialist Sport 
Troop (SA) the Fuehrer established the extensive mission of this SA of that 
time in which he declared in the protocol of its founding. . . "The sport 
troop SA shall be thebearer of the military thought of a free people." In 


the same sense the Fuehrer said in his book "Mein Kampf": Give the German 


Nation six million perfectly trained bodies in sport, all fanatically inspired 
ғ f 
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with the love for the Fatherland mm and trained to the highest offensive 
spirit and a National Socialist State will, if necessary, have created ап 
Army out of them in less than two years ." 

I miss the next paragraph, and I read: 

"However, the men never forgot the mission of the Fuehrer to require 
the military training of the German man and to reconstruct the military spirit 
in the German people." 

Having heard that from Lutze's own article, are you still saying that 
the S4 had no military character? 

A I can only reiterate again and again that the training given by the SA 
had no military character. 
Q Let me go on with another short paragraph. 

"In 25 schools of the troop and in 3 Reichsfuehrer schools of the SA 
yearly 2,200 to 2,500 officers and non-commissioned officers were trained 
since 1934 in special educational courses until they possessed the education 
and examination certificates. In clearly outlined training directives the 
training goals which had to be achieved yearly were given and at the same time 
the yearly Reich competitive contests were established." 

I understand I quoted those figures incorrectly. They should be 22,000 
and 25,000. 

Why was the SA producing 22,000 officers and noncommissioned officers 
if they had no military character? 

д The SA did not train officers or non-commissioned officers. They 
trained leaders and subleadersx for its athletic program. 


Q If the SA did not train officers and non-commissioned officers, инеу 


why should Lutze say it did? 
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A  Lutze did not make any claim of that kind. The words which Lutze 
used were "Fuehrer" and Wimm "Unterfuehrer" which means "leader" and gx 
"subleader",

Q Do you know whether cr not the icea of continuing friendship 
negotiations with the Western Lowers played а part in the plans of Roehm 
beginning with the year of 1933, or already earlier? 

A I have no personal knowlecze of that, but І was told that it is 
mare certain they had discussed such ideas already before 1933. 

Q In this connection I would like to request the admission of the 
following two documents: A document of Graf Erich Waldbrugzn Zeil, dated 
May 12, 1946; secondly, a quotation from the newspaper Der Gerade Vez, 
dated June 5, 1932, page 9. I have a copy, a certified copy of it, certif- 
ied to by Captain Schrader, Both documents are supposed to prove that there 


existed an agreement between Sir Henry Deterding, and Roehm, which had been 


brough about by the English Intelligence Service; that by this understandin:

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They were directed to the collecting camps in the interior of the 
Reiche Furthermore, the support rendered by the SA resulted in obtaining 
clothing and other equipment by the free corps.

This "Feldjaegerkorps" was not subordinate to the chief of 
staff of the SA, who had no influence as to the work the corps was put to. 
The original place for the "Feldjaegerkorps" was Berlin and Prussia and 
was later formed in other places, and always as a state institution. 

Q Did the SA men have connection with the security services, 
the SD?

" А] The Prosecution submitted an affidavit, 3232 P.S. 3232. An 
affidavit by Walter Schellenberg. Therefore, I may ask the question: What 
was the relationship of the Sa to "Stadt—und Land Wacht" at the concentration 
camp. 

A The "Stedt—-und Lend Wacht" city guard, and the Laflalen were 
state instituticns. By reason of local regulations that existed, SA men 
could be drafted in emergency draft into the "Stadt—und Land Wacht and 
Laflalen.

In such cases, these people were used as auxiliary police and 
wera no longer subordinated to the Sa Fuchrer, From the time on that the 
concentration camps were placed undsr the jurisdiction of the Reichsfuehr эг 
SS, the SA no longer had anything to do with the concentration camps.
